Hurt While Eating With

A heavy roek blasted from the quarry 
of the Glencoe Lime and Cement Works 
near Glencoe, St. bouis County, crashed 
with a meteor’s force through the two- 
story dwelling of Nelson McLoon, 200 
yards distant from the quarry, and 
shattered the dining room table at which 
McLoon, his wife and a friend were 
seated. 
McLoon, who is foreman at the plant, 
was bruised on one arm and both legs 
by the stone, and one of his feet was 
severely bruised. The other two at the 
table were unhurt. 
The blast was fired shortly before 1 
Pp. m. Monday, a few minutes after Mc- 
Loon and his friend had gone to dinner. 
The rock which descended on Mc- 
Loon’s roof weighed 30 pounds. It 
smashed its way through the roof, then 
through the second floor, and fell upon 
the table, breaking the board and part- 
ly shattering the heavy timbers of the 
floor.

Police Learn 
Son Bought Chloroform 
and Disappeared. 


WAS TWICE ARRESTED 
Taken in Custody for Annoy- 
ing Girls and Once Fined 
in Court. 





The scapegrace son of the president 
of a St. Louis manufacturing concern, 
twice arrested in the past year and 
once fined for annoying young women, 
is being sought by the police in the firm 
belief that he is the assailant of 7-year- 
old Marcella Singer. 

Acting Chief Gillaspy said Tuesday 
that he was confident that the arrest of 
this young man would end the man- 
hunt: He has been absent from his 
home since Saturday. He purchased a 
vial of chloroform Saturday night'in a 
dtug store at Sixth and Market streets. 
It was with the same drug that little 
Marcella was rendered unconscious in 
Forest Park Sunday ‘afternoon, before 
the commission of the crime, which: is 
legally punishable by death. 

The description of the young man 
given by the clerk who dealt with him 
corresponds in general with that given 


by little Marcella and her 9-year-oid 
brother, Leonard, of the man. who met 
them near the park, separated them and 
lured the girl into a ravine. 

Absent From Home. 

In asking for the chloroform, the 
young man said he wanted it for clean- 
ing clothes. Chloform is occasionally 
used for this purpose, and the fact of 
the purchase would ‘not be considered 
strong evidence against the young man 
except for two other’ facts—his descrip- 
tion and his absence from home since 
last Saturday. 

His whereabouts since last Saturday 
are unaccounted for by any statements 
of relatives. 

Little Marcella’s parents ‘andthe po- 
lice desire that all persons who.saw her 
and the man in Forest Park Sunday aft- 
ernoon shall communicate with the 
sounted District Station. 


“Several Siw the Maes 


A number of persons saw the man Ccar- 
ry the girl, crying and protesting, from 
Clayton road toward the ravine 200 
yards distant from the Mounted Dis- 
trict Station. They did not interfere, 
supposing that the man was her father. 

The police hope, from the statements 
of those who saw the man and child 
together, to obtain a more accurate and 
detailed description of the man, and 
possibly to learn of some peculiarity in 
his appearance, not noted by the chil- 
drén, which will aid in finding and iden- 
tifying him. 

To aid such persons in determining 
whether they saw little Marcella and 
her assailant or not, her picture, show- 
ing her as she appeared in the park 
Sunday, is published in today’s Post- 
Dispatch.

He told how his daughter’s drunken 
condition had been related to him by a 
relative: of the statement that had been 
made by the attending physician con- 
cerning it, and, lastly, of his child's own 
admission that Estes had forced himself 
upon her, had given her liquor that 
stole her senses and then driven with 
her into the mountains in the opposite 
direction to which she pleaded to be 
taken before she lost consciousness. 

The aged man broke down at the con- 
clusion of his testimony and wept. Tears 
streamed from the eyes of many in the 
courtroom and there was the sound of 
sobbing as he left the stand. He made 
no appeal for clemency, but laid him- 
self open to punishment, 
for his liberty upon the statements that 
his daughter, whom he loved, had been 
the victim of an evil desire. 

When the tria lof Judge Loving ad- 
journed yesterday, the defendant had 
begun to relate a conversation with his 
brother-in-law, Harry Sneed, who told 
him of the alleged drugging of the 
Judge’s daughter, which led to the kili- 
ing. 

The attorneys for the prosecution ob- 
jected on the ground that Judge Lov- 
ing’s statement would be hearsay evi- 
dence. After lengthy arguments today, 
this objection was ovverruld, scoring an 
incidntal victory for the defence. 

Judge Loving said Sneed came to his 
office and told the painful story. Sneed 
said that while buggy riding on the 
evening previous he saw Elizabeth Lov- 
ing and Theodore Estes out riding. 

E. L. Kidd came to the home of the 
Stevens and inquired for Sneed, saying 
that Miss Loving had returned froin 
her buggy ride in a bad condition. 


Learns Daughter's State. 

The witness said that Sneed went to 
the room at Kidd’s and saw Miss Lov- 
ing in bed. She was delirious and her 
condition was pitiful. Sneed said that 
in the parlor of the Kidd home he saw 
Mrs. Kidd and Theodore Estes and told 
them he would go for a doctor, Estes 
nowever, insisted on getting a doctor 
himself. Dr. Strother arrived and she 
did not recognize him. 

“She requested him to drive fast and 
return home instead of continuing to 
Lovingston. He went rapidly up the 
mountains in an opposite direction. Aft- 
er that she became unconscious and did 
not know what happened. When asked 
if Estes had attacked her, she said Es- 
tes had forced himself upon her and she 
had only a faint recollection. 

‘‘This revelation came to me 48 a 
thunderbolt from a clear sky.

WASHINGTON, June %.—President 
Roosevelt has decided that it Is a time 
for a square deal for city babies who 
dc. -nd for their sustenance upon milk 
brought in from the country. If neces- 
sary to assure it, pure food inspectors 
will pass upon every quart that goes 
across State lines, as authorized by the 

pure food law. 

The President has directed the Ma- 
rine Hospital service to collect data for 
him on about every possible phase of 
the milk question.

Before he went to the Industrial 
Rglanol he didn’t have anything at all 
to be proud of. He was a waif of the 
street and with his childish hands he 
fought the world for the mere right 

“to exist. 
Sleeping in bread boxes and on cel- 
lar doors, stealing rides behind wagons 
when his feet were too bruised and sore 
to walk, were the worst crimes which 
Joe committed, but’ they were cumu- 
lative crimes, and when they wefe put 
together by the police they Leaded a 
very long name, which Joe, couldn't 
understand: ‘“‘Incorrigibility.”’

Needs the Docket. 

Justice Nathan was asked to place his 
docket in evidence, so as to make it 
impossible to fine Seck again. He in- 
dignantly refused. He said he needed 
that docket in his own court, and 
wouldn’t be dictated to by another Jus- 
tice no bigger than he was. Justice 
lass thereupon threatened to fine him 
for contempt, and Justice Nathan final- 
ly submitted his docket. 
The jury acquitted Seck, and Nathan 
was told he might have his docket 
again. He was s0 overjoyed that he 
wanted to shake hands with the mem- 
bers of the jury, but Justice Glass told 
him he shouldn't do it. He insisted, 
and Justice Glass, thoroughly out of 
temper, grasped him by the shoulder 
and led him from the courtroom. 

Other Judges (Called. 
Justice Kinder of Granite City also 
appeared at the trial. Justices Thornton 
and Cotter of Alton ignored the sum- 
mons. : 
Miss McLain swore out a warrant be- 
fore Justice Kinder, when she charged 
Seck with kissing her four times in Dr. 
Porter’s office, but did not appear to 
prosecute him and the case was dis- 
missed. Then, a week ago. the fight on 
the Alton Square between Dr. Porter 
and the druggist took place, and Seck 
was to be arraigned before 
Thornton an assault and 
charge. 
A change of venue was taken to the 
court of Justice Cotter, but before the 
case went to trial Seck pleaded guilty 
before Justice Nathan.

The ‘‘fireless’’ cooker is simply a box 
lined thickly with straw or hay or 
newspapers, with a closeé-fitting nest 
that will hold a tightly covered bucket 
containing the food to be cooked. The 
bucket is placed on a fire and its 
contents brought to a boil, and then 
it is tightly covered and dropped into 
its nest in the hay cooker and covered 
up. 

It is allowed to stay there without 
any other source of heat two or three 
times as long as would be ordinerily 
required to cook. The heat of the 
boiling water is retained by the hay- 
filled box and the cooking is done with 
a minimum of fuel and labor. 

The German Government has been 
experimenting with similar cookers and 
s0 has the American army. It has 
been found that food can be placed in 
the fireless cookers when camp is bro- 
ken in the morning and hauled by the 
transport wagons all day, and on go- 
ing into camp a lot of well-cooked 
dinner will be ready to serve.

Secretary of War Orders an 
Investigation of Alleged 
Interview. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June, 25.—Lieutenant- 
Colonel Charles G. Ayres ef the Feur- 
teenth Infantry has declined to state 
whether the interview credited to him in 
which he criticized the Secretary of 
War and several officers of the army 
and the courtmartial system is authen- 
tic, and Secretary Paft has directed In- 
spector-General Garlingten to make an 
investigation to determine the facts. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Ayres has already 
been courtmartialed three times. He is 
regarded as rather indiscreet and im- 
petuous. It is the opinion in the army 
that he should be ordered before a re- 
tiring board on account of the state’ of 
his health. 

His present trouble grew out of a ball 
given by the cadets at West Point last 
Easter. The weather was cold and many 
of the cadets loaned their cloaks te the 
young women. 


Mrs. Ayers Offended Officers. 
Col. Howze, commander of the cadets, 


directed the cadets ‘ take possession 
of their cloaks. The son of Col. and 
Mrs. Ayres was among the number whe 
was directed to take his cloak from a 
yeung woman, and Mrs. Ayres, who 
was living at West Point, resented the 
order and criticised Gen. Mills, superin- 
tendent of the academy, and Col. Howze 
and threatened te sue them for dam- 
ages. 

Because of her utterance, Secretary 
Taft directed Lieutenant-Colonel Ayres 
to keep his wife away from the military 
reservation. Thereupon, it is alleged, 
Col. Ayres in an interview said some 
rather harsh things abeut Secretary 
Taft, Gen. Mills and the army system 
generally. 

By direction of Secretary Taft this 
interview was sent to Col. Ayres with a 
request to state whether er not it was 
authentic. After waiting so long that 
he was in danger eof being ceurtmar- 
tialed fer disobeying orders, Col. Ayres 


notified the Acting Secretary of War | 


that he declined to state whether the 
interval is authentic. Today, accerding- 
ly, the matter was turned over to In- 
spector-General Garlington. 


His First Courtmartial. 
Ayres was a First Lieutenant in the 


Tenth Cavalty, stationed at Fort Bay- 
ard, N. M., in Nevember, 1887, when he 
wus first ceurtmartialed. Ore charge 
was “conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline,’ it being 
alleged that when ordered to vacate his 
quarters he refused. 

The secend charge was “conduct un- 
becoming an officer and a gentleman,”’ 
{t being charged that he had threat- 
ened te sheot Second Lieutenant W. P. 
Whipple, who had preferred the first 
charge against him. He wus found 
not guilty on these charges, but guilty 
of “‘conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and discipline,’’ and sentenced to 
be suspended frem rank for six morths 
and confined to the limits of the pwst. 

In December, 1892, he was courtmar- 
tialed at Fort Assinibeine, Mont., on the 
charge of ‘‘conduct unbecoming an offi- 
cer and a gentleman.’’ He was found 
guilty and sentenced to be reprimanded. 

His next courtmartial was in 1896, 
when a Captain at Fort Keogh, Ment. 
The charges were ‘“‘conduct unbecem- 
ing an officer and a gentleman,” ‘‘con- 
duct to the prejudice of goed erder and 
discipline, and writing a ‘‘false, mali- 
cious and libelous accusation’ cencern- 
ing Capt. William Davis Jr. of the 
ienth Cavalry. 


Cleveland Reversed Verdict. 

He was found guilty on all the 
charges and sentenced to be dismissed 
from the service, but President Cleve- 
land set the verdict aside. saying: ‘‘On 
the merits of the case, as developed by 
the evidence, while by no means ex- 
cusing the conduct of the accused, I 
have reached the conclusien that the 
punishment is far toe severe, and that 
the arrest and confinement te which he 
has already been subjected may well 
be considered sufficient punishment for 
his wrong-doing.”’ 

The President, however, recemmended 
that Capt. Ayres be detached from his 


surroundings and stationed elsewhere, 


and the War Department transferred 
him to Fert Sam Houston, in Texas.

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GREEKS IMPORTED 
T0 BECOME SLAVES 








of Chicago “Shining 
Parlors.” 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, June 25.—Several “~hundred 
Greek boys are being held in peonuage 
in Chicago fruit -stores and shoe-shin+ 
ing establishments. 

This fact has been revealed by an in- 
vestigation cenducted by the Federal 
immigration officials, aided ‘ty Nich- 
olas Salopoulos, the Greek Consul-Gen- 
eral. Prosecution of the employers for 
violation cf the immigration law will 
be made. 

The methods by which the boys 
imported and landed in Chicago were 
brought to light through the _ arrest 
yesterday of Georg Antonopoulos on a 
charge of perjury in making an aifi- 
davit that two Greek inunigrants arriv- 
ing at Boston were his brother and 
nephew. The case will be heard Thurs- 
Gay by Judge Tandison, and the fic- 
titlous brother will be a witness for 
the prosecution, which will be conduct- 
ed by Assistant District Attorney 
Shirer. 

It is by means of a far-reaching svs- 
tem of deception, in which relatives, 
iv~iends and others conspire, that the 
beys, it is alleged, are transported from 
their native land to bondage in Chi- 
CAZO. 

When the proprietor of a shoe-shin- 
ing parlor, for example, wants addition- 
“al help, he purchases several steerage 
tickets good from Greece to Chicago. 
The tickets cost him $50 each. 

Signs Working Comtract. 

The employer then sends the tickets 
to a relative or a friend in Greece, who 
in turn sells them to boys, who wish 
to come to this country. The. youth is 
charged anywhere from $150 to $200 
for \his ticket and is required to sign 
a note for the amount, payable to the 
employer in Chicago. These notes are 
rpecullar in form and, virtually, are 
contracts to work om the amount of 
the “loan.” : 

The boy then is taken to the steam- 
ship company’s agent, who finds an 
adult passenger to pose as the father or 
other relative of the minor. Under this 
guise the youth passes the immigra- 
tion officials at the American port of 
entry and soon is on a train for Chi- 
cago. 

Arriving here, the boy is lodged with 
other Greek boys in the employer’s 
house, where he is boarded at the mas- 
ter’s expense. It is usual for the youth 
to work a year to satisfy the ‘‘loan.”’ 
By that time he has learned some Eng- 
lish and he gets a better position. 

Occasionally an employer attempts to 
hold boys against their “will and Consul 
Salopoulos is obliged to interfere. But 
the employer gets the year’s labor of 
the youth for a total outlay of $50 
and not more than $100 for clothing and 


lodging.

Saloon Keeper's “Castle” May Not 
Be Exempt. 


The question whether a saloon keep- 
er ‘may do in the privacy of his home 
things which would consitute grounds 
for revoking his license if done in 
his dramshop, has been raised by testi- 
mony given before Excise Commissioner 
Mulvihill in the case of A. J. Cicardi, 
a saloon keeper at 4901 Delmar boule- 
vard, charged with conducting a disor- 
derly house. 

Miss Rosina Bornetti, aged 17, of 5133 
Shaw avenue, has testified that she 
drank two glasses of liquor at. the 
home of Enrico Masone, a saloon keep- 
er of 4946 Delmar boulevard, June 12, 
While in company with Caesar Cono. 
This followed a visit, she said, to the 
isummer garden adjoining Cicardi’s sa- 
leon. 

Mulvihill holds that the serving of 
drinks to a young Woman, who is also 
a minor, was morally wrong, but he is 
not yet decided whether it is a viola- 
tion of the dramshap laws. He may 
take the view that whatever would in- 
fringe the law if done in the saloon 
Will also be counted against the holder 
‘of a license if done in his home. That 
ruling would greatly increase the saloon 
keeper's already large share of troubles.

a man appeared at. the jeweler’s and 
represented himself as the messenger of 
Miss Morosini, who had sent him for 
the cup. 

The Tiffany company demanded ident- 
ification and the man’s failure to do 
this proved him an imposter. This 
action is taken to indicate that some 
person is seeking to blackmail the young 
woman, whose charities won her the 
title given above.

FUTILE MR FALKENHAINER. | 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falkenhainer has 
laid out a program of official activity, according ; 
to an interview in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, 
which will keep him in the public eye all sum-| 
mer. Mr. Falkenhainer says that he will make | 
three test cases for the barbers who are seeking | 
to close barber shops on Sunday, and if he ob-| 
tains a verdict in two of the cases he will pro-' 
ceed against butchers, bakers, candlestick makers, | 
summer gardens, baseball parks and all others 
who now violate the Sunday law.~ He says that 
he does not see why other provisions of the Sun- 
day law besides that forbidding the opening of 
dramshops should not be enforced. 

It happens that the dramshops are not closed 
under the Sunday laws. or so-called “blue laws.” 
They are closed under the dramshop law. When 
Gov. Folk ordered the closing of the saloons on 
Sunday, he was careful to state that he was only 
enforcing the dramshop law, and that he would 
not attempt to enforce the general Sunday laws, 
because, under the ‘‘necessity” and “mercy” 
clauses, the Supreme Court had practically nulli- 
fied all of its provisions. ! 

The Post-Dispatch sy mpathizes with. all work- 
ers who want a rest day in the week. We hope 
the barbers and all other men desirous of Sunday 
rest will succeed in getting it. But we cannot 
see anything but futility—like that of the “spav- 
ined horse which is all motion and no go’—in 
Mr. Falkenhainer’s efforts to revive the dead 
“blue laws,’ which even the leader of law en- 
forcers—Gov.

When Max O’Rell visited one of the most fash- 
jonable parks in London after nightfall, he came 
away convinced that he had gratiried his curios- 
ity at the risk of his purse, if not of his life.

And I am pleased to say that since forming that opinion I have found 
that many of the college coaches and ex-members of championship crews agree 
with me. 

The 18 or 19 year old athlete who goes in for rewing has nearly his full 
measurement in pounds and inches, but he lacks the wiry stamina that comes 
with a few added years. He has the strength and ‘the speed, but not the 
ability to recover after a severe strain. : 

A four-mile race rowed in the seat of a college eight is the most gruelling 
endurance contest in all the world of sport. 

A prize fighter, even in a finish fight, has a far easier time, for he has his 
intervals of rest between the rounds, seconds to fan him and pour cold water 
over his chest. When he is finally beaten he goes down not from utter physic- 
al exhaustion, but from the stupefying effect of a series of blows. Five min- 
utes afterwards he is as good as cver. But with the oarsman it is a different 
thing. Last year I sat in an observation car on the bridge at New London and 
saw two Harvard men in the winning boat fall senseless and lie sprawled on 
the bottom of the shell until they were lifted out and carried away. The strain, 
the exhaustion, that caused two men not weakened by dissipation, trained care- 
fully for months just for that one race,to fall sénseless at the finish, was 
something terrific. No one can tell me that such a strain leaves no ill effect. 
A friend of mine rowed last year in the intercollegiate regatta. He was stroke 
in one of the eights. He is a tall fellow, strong as an ox, broad shouldered— 
a Hercules in appearance. 

I asked him.

‘1 like it well enough,” he replied, “but there is something wrong with my 
heart. I only found it out after the big race. I’m afraid the strain was too 
much for me..

Iron-Jawed Commander. 

Back of them was the iron-fawed com- 
mander of Mississippi's land and naval 
forces, Alonzo K. Vardaman—too young 
to have been an officer in the Civil 
War, bnut old enough to have been a 
Major in the Spanish War. An efficient 
officer he must have been, for when 
some one recently asked the command- 
er in chief, Lieutenant-General Corbin, 
if he knew anything of Vardaman, he 
said he remembered Vardaman_ well, 
having noted him as an officer who 
would have distinguished himself if he 
had had a chance in a serious war. 

The Governor is about 5 feet 9, stocky, 
solid, muscular, but not beefy. He is 
quick and agile in his movements. He 
would make a good football player. His 
face is clean shaven. There is some- 
thing Latin about its contour as well as 
hue, something French, though it does 
not appear that he is other than Anglo- 
Saxon. His is the face of a fighter, 
though not a pugnacious face. It is not 
the face of a man who hunts trouble, 
but of one who will fight to a finish 
when attacked. The severity of the rest 
of his features is relieved by a mobile 
and winning mouth, a tender wouth that 
almost belies his stern eye, commanding 
brow and martial chin. His big black 
mane is brushed back from his temples. 
It does not hang long there, but runs 
back in heavy waves to fall over his 
neck. 

People Admire: Him. 

He hasn’t been long on that seat in 
front of me before Mississipplans spy 
him. There are 35,000 Mississippians in 
town today. A white-haired old gentle- 
man from Holly Springs comes with a 
pretty little boy. ‘‘Governor, my grand- 
son wants to:give you a souvenir 
badge.” The Governor kisses the boy 
and smiles a smile that is genuine, a 
smile that makes you like him; for it is 
a real smile from a pleased heart and 
not a mechanical pulling of muscles that 
produces the half-sneer, ending in a 
half, that is the smile of the ordinary 
politician. The ordinary politicial dees 
not intend it that way, but he is so sick 
and tired of having to smile that he 
hates you for the necessity he is under 
of smiling; so his smile ends in the 
wolfish visible expression of his mood. 
Watch the next politician you see. Gov. 
Vardaman doesn’t smile that way be- 
cause he doesn’t feel that way. He 
doesn't smile on everybody all the time. 
He smiles only when he wants to smile. 

One, two, three, four, five persons 
have risen at various points in the vust 
amphitheater and are headed toward 
the Governor. The speakers on the 
stage look around to see what this dis- 
tracting demonstration is, there to their 
left and back, half-way up the ascend- 
ing tiers of benches. The Governor sees 
it is time to flee if. he woula not. dis- 
turb the speech ef Gov. Blanchard. He 
flees. 

Opposes Negro Education. 

Vardaman is known to us in_ the 
North for his outspoken belief that the 
negro should not be educated. This and 
the various contPreversies Mississippi 
has had with Louisiana and the central 
government have lifted him out of the 
ruck of gevernors and we have all 
heard of him. It is a mistake to believe 
that he is a negro hater. No Southern- 
er of education and gentility is. Var- 
daman’s point is that at present the 
negro cannot rise froma certain lowly 
Position; that to give him an educa- 
tion that fits him for a field which the 
present’ state of society will not allow 
makes him un- 
happy. 

Gov. Vardaman was elected largely 
by the “whitecap’’ element. “White- 
cap" in Mississippi seems to indicate a. 
State of mind rather than an organ- 
ization. Certain things are done by 
unorganized bodies of men of the

Louis County grand jury be- 
investigation of the practice, 
revealed by the Post-Dispatch Mon- 
day, of permitting saloon keepers who 
violate the Sunday law to plead guilty 
to selling merchandise on Sunday and 
pay $1 fines. 

This leniency, shown in more than 
twenty-five recent cases tried in the 
county justice courts, was checked 
Monday by the refusal of Justice Wer- 
remeyer of Clayton to prmit Frank 
Bach of Brentwood to escape in this 
manner. 

It became known Tuesday at Clay- 


ton that the grand jury had ques- 
tioned Prosecuting Attorney Johnston 
regarding this practice, and that his 
explanation had not proved satisfac- 
tory. 

Johnston has announced that saloon 
keepers arrested hereafter must stand 
trial for selling liquor on Sunday. 
The lowest fine for this offense is $50. 

Bad Fee System. 

The grand jury, under the guidance 
of an expert accountant, now at work, 
will also investigate the fee system 
employed by the Prosecuting Attorney. 
Objection has been made to the collec- 
tion of $5 fees in cases where $1 fines 
are imposed. 

Johnston admitted Monday that de- 
fendants in Sunday “‘‘lid’’ cases had 
been allowed in a number of instances 
to make pleas and pay $1 fines under 
the Sunday merchandise law. This 
law is antiquated, and has been held 
by the courts to be unenforceable. 

Besides admitting of a nominal fine, 
a plea of guilty under the merchan- 
dise law has no effect on the defend- 
ant’s saloon license. Conviction or a 
plea of guilty under the Sunday stat- 
ute endangers the license.

All the shots went wild, imbedding 
themselves in the walls and ceiling. De 
Wolf escaped unhurt. , 

The shooting has created no end of 
@ sensation here. It is generally under- 
stood that the affair was the culmina- 
tion of a feud between Maj. Harper 
and De Wolf, based on a scandal which, 
should it ever become public, would 
®hake Pittsburg society from center to 
eircumference. 


?’ Maj. Harper in a Cell. 
“Maj. Harper is in a cell in Central 
Podlice Station. All efforts of his friends 
to obtain his release on bail proved fu- 
tile, the officials refusing to accept bond 
for his appearance in police court. 

» The prisoner is resident secretary of 
the famous Americus Republican Club, 
which numbers among its members the 
leading men of Pittsburg. 

For many years Maj. Harper was 
superintendent of the J. Painter & Sons 
@teel Mills, and later became district 
Manager of the American Steel, Hoop 
Co. of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. At the present ‘ime he is said to 
be connected with the Steel Corpora- 
tion in an advisory capacity as an ex- 
pert on the manufacture of steel. He 
ts quite wealthy.

Statement regarding the shooting. 

Bail Refused Him. 

Within a few minutes after Maj. Har- 
per had been locked up De Wolf ap- 
peared at police headquarters with a 
number of friends. He requested Di- 
rector Ridgway and Supt. McQuaid to 
keep Maj. Harper a prisoner until he 
could appear before Magistrate Brady 
and charge the Major with shooting 
with intent to kill. He begged the po- 
lice not let Maj. Harper out on bail. 
De Wolf also refused to discuss the case 
leading up to the shooting. When 
pressed for some statement, he said: 

“It was on account of a grudge of 
long standing that Harper had against 
me. It was a personal matter entirely. 
I was very much surprised, however, 
when he shot at me, as I naturally did 
not expect that his feelings would lead 
him to do such a thing. I am a nem- 
ber of the Americus Club and have 
known Harper for years. We wer : once 
friends.”’ 


HADLEY THINKS RAILROADS 
WON'T FIGHT 2-CENT FARE 


But Attorney-General Is in Kansas 
City Preparing to En- 


force Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 25.—Attor- 


ney-General Herbert S. Hadley arrived 
in Kansas City Monday night to prepare 
and file pleadings in the Federal Court 
in connection with the injunction suits 
brought by the railroads in the maxi- 
mum freight rate case, which also in- 
volves the 2-cent passenger rate law. 
The pleadings are to be called Wednes- 
day or Thursday. 

“The railroads and the State are now 
enjoying merely an armed truce in the 
2-cent passenger rate case,’’ said Mr. 
Hadley. ‘“‘The case now rests on the 
agreement that the rate shall be given 
a 90-day test and at the end. of that time 
we may be just where we were when we 
began the fight. 

“The State is now going to file a 
pleading to the amended and supple- 
mentary bill. The purpose of the plead- 
ing is to raise the question of jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal Court in the case. 
The State is making a start to put this 
question at issue so that, if later it is 
necessary to litigate the passenger rate 
case, it can be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court and speedily de- 
cided. 

“I hardly expect the railroads will de- 
cide at the end of three months to con-
